statement of Carlisle W. Harris, writ- 
ten just after Gov Flower's refusal to

basis for his pleu for a new trial, which 
was denied by Recorder Smythe. It is 
to the effect that his wife wa* addicted 
to the use of morphine, and often care- 
lessly used it to deaden neuralgic pain.

substituting a five-gram morphtneeap- 
sule for one containing a harmless 
drug, and asserts that such a dose 
could not prove fatal to one given to 
the use of morphine

himself up for trial and his subsequent 
opportunities for escape of which he 
refused to take advantage 


Of the testimony taken by the ref- 


eree, who examined the new evidence
